Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Granger 
et al. (6,845,880). 

Granger et al. disclose, in fig. 1 , a nozzle comprising a discharge hole 25 to be 
hermitically seal by an inner top portion 40 of a cap; a ring-shaped projection 21 formed 
an upper portion of the nozzle, a constricted portion 210 formed below the ring-shaped 
projection; and a plurality of ring-shaped fins 200-201 whose edges are hermetically 
brought into contact with an inner surface of a neck portion. 

3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lontrade etal. (5,249,712). 

Lontrade et al. disclose, in fig. 1B and 2, a nozzle comprising a discharge hole 28 
to be hermitically seal by an inner top portion of a cap; a ring-shaped projection 15 
formed an upper portion of the nozzle, a constricted portion formed below the ring- 
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shaped projection; and a plurality of ring-shaped fins 9 a-d, whose edges are 
hermetically brought into contact with an inner surface of a neck portion. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 7, 11 and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ryder et al. (5,154,325). Ryder et al. disclose, in fig. 2, a container 
comprising neck portion 16, a cap 20 couple with a lid 26 via a hinge, a nozzle 
comprising a discharge hole 29 to be hermitically sealed by an inner top portion of a 
cap; a ring-shaped projection 25 formed an upper portion of the nozzle and hermitically 
brought into contact with the inner surface of the cap. 

5. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Okawa 
et al. (5,879,033). Okawa et al. disclose, in fig. 3a, a container comprising neck portion , 
a cap 1 1 couple with a lid 3 via a hinge, a nozzle comprising a discharge hole to be 
hermitically sealed by an inner top portion of a cap; a ring-shaped projection 25 formed 
an upper portion of the nozzle and hermitically brought into contact with the inner 
surface of the cap; a constricted portion formed below the ring-shaped projection; and a 
plurality of ring-shaped fins, whose edges are hermetically brought into contact with an 
inner surface of a neck portion.
